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Mr. Kennedy left, and soon afler brought against
Mrs. Urook an action in which he claimed the
sum of one hundred dollars, partly in return for
money which he says he lent her, and partly as
a compencation for the slanders which he says
she heaped upon his character, Poor Mr. Ken-
nedy must either have been badly treated or
else he must possess a disposition of extremea
mallgnity, for on the day of trial he
subponaed all of Mra. Crook’s servants, =o
that there wn& no dinner npon that day, and
if there had bLeen dinner would have been no
servants to walt on table. Forthermore, tha
wounded Kenpedy, flushed with the exvecta-
tion of revenge, had prepared a schedule of
terms, and threatened that umless Mrs. Crook
complied with all of them he would not let her
off easy. These terms were that she should fur-
nish him a writlen apology; that she should pay
the court coste, and algo five dollars to a chari-
table institution; that she shonld make a solemn
promige to treat all her boarders, for the future,
in & Christinn manner; and that she should eon-
fine herself to one gill of rum perday. The
counsel for the defendant—Kennedy was his
own counsel—was loading himself for a very
destrauctive discharge of cloquence, when the
Judge put an abrupt end to the gcene by sen-
tencing Mra. Crook to hand over to Kennedy
twenty dollars, and by intimating to both that
they bad better go about their business.

In n New York Ntore.

If the provincial young man who pictures to
bimself life in a New York store as opening o%i
upon a short and ensy road to wealth conld
gather only a few facts relative to that life, he
would think twice ere he left his native heme
to begin it. How the youvg man, without
friends and without family, who works for a
living in a New York wholesale store, does con-
trive to keep body and soul together isa pro-
found mystery to me. The salary with those
commencing the business, or but a little way
advanced in it, ranges from three to elght dol-
lara o weel, and the work is intensely hard.
From August (o the middle of November ho
works from eight in the morning nutil eleven at
night, with only enongh time allowed him to
ent and drink suflicient to eslay his hunger.
There are large and magnificent stores in New
York, the propriotors of which do an enormons
business, whose employes get salaries so In-
significant that their lives are one long burning
sense of injustice, Think of three doMars for
ninety hourz hard work—one dollar for thirty
bours—three cents an hour! That is a very
sobering reflection for all young men afliicted
with the New York delirium. And then con-
sider the cluss of men nmong whom such work
is performed. For the most part they consist
of trnorant Irish and English, with all the dis-
gusting vices and the infinitely filthy langunge
that are peculiar to the low and igoorant. All
refinement, all delicacy, all purity of feeling,
all aspiratious after s higher and better life,
seem tuv be relentlessly crushed ount of a young
man who is thrown among such experiences as
these. The blush and bloom of lite, Its green-
ness and its glow, are all ruthlessly defiled—all
for the false hope of obtuining, from eity life, a
position and enjoyment whick fall to the lot of
only the exceptional few. No: the majority of
“'young men from the country” who enter New
York stores leave hope behind them.
